MERRITT'S MANIFESTO. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 2S.—General 


Wesley Merritt, who will sail from this 


ort at 10 o'clock tomorrow morning to 
assume his duties as Governor General 
of the Philippines has prepared a pro- 
clamation whicli will be issued imme- 
diately after his arrival at Manila. He 
expects to enter that city without any 
serious resistance, but in rase of nee- 


;Ity is prepared to use both the naval 


and military forces at his command to 
take forcible possession of the place. 
The proclamation to be distributed has 
been translated into Spanish and many 


usands of copies will be circulated. 


Although its contents are as yet kept 
secret Its general tenor Is known, 
will announce to the people of the is- 
lands that General Merrilt as the rcp- 
•esent alive of the United States has es- 
tablished a provisional 
government 


and that his authority must be 
spected. At the same time he will as- 
sure the inhabitants that he cornea 
not to oppress, but to free them. They 
are to be granted the fullest liberty 
compatible with the preserv/ince of law 
and order, and all personal and prop- 
erty rights are to be respected. 


In an interview tonight General Mer- 


rlll expressed his salisfaction with tin 
ofHcers and men under his command 
and the most complete confidence I 
the success of the Unitod States I 
the Philippines. He has instructions 
from Washington to confer with Ad- 
miral Dewcy on his arrival c.t Manila, 
and the two cuiniiiainlci^ arc tu act In 
concert in everything that may be nec- 
essary to the oociipatinn of the islands 
by this government.

AUSTRALIAN SALT BUSH. 


Its Value as a Forage Plant Clearly 


Demonstrated. 


[From the San Francisco "Rxaminer.l 


The present drought in Central and 


Southern California has demonstrated 
the value of the salt bush, the new for- 
ige plant recently introduced Into the 
United States by tlie University of Cal- 
fornia from Australia. 
With a scanty 


,-ainfall, which meant death for alfalfa 
and all kinds of clover, the salt bush 
las flourished on the University's ex- 
loriment stations, and 1ms furnished 
a large yield which has been eagerly 
devoured by horses, cattle and sheep. 


The salt bush, which has given the 


best result, is the atriple seml-bacca- 
tum, which grows well on alkali soils 


d on the poorest lands, and remains 


green throughout the summer. During 
the day the leaves uf the plant close 
tight, retaining their moisture, but at 
nightfall they open and take advant- 
age of fog or mist. 


Three-year-old plants on the Paso 


Robles experiment station made a foot 
growth between February 1st and April 
12th, and after being cut back they 
made a further growth of six inches by 
the end of May. The total rainfall dur- 
ing that time was 4.7D Inches, so scanty 
an amount that all the alfalfa with 
ered and the hills remained brown.

On the National City we met

Ecede and 
Harklnson of Antioch, Cal., and after 
remaining a few days in Skaguay, Hv-> 
ing on the best the market could afford 
(for it was our last chance), we started 
with our horse and dogs on what we 
supposed would be the most desperate 
undertaking of our lives, viz: packing 
over the mountain trail to the lakes.

A 
relief party, headed by Wolcott, had 
set out to meet us, but we arrived in 
camp by miduigliL with the entire load 
and after a hearty supper felt better 
for the test. 
On another occasion a 


man was shot in the back and killpil 
on the. lonely trail within hearing of 
our caanp. 
Again two men and three 


horses are said to have perished in » 
storm while trying to cross the summit. 
At the time we were comfortably camp- 
ed a few miles away, but dared not s" 
to assist them. 


To move our outfit, oaOO pounds, U 


the summit, 19 miles, it took us 17 days, 
for the road was steep and rough so" 
that our dogs could not be worked at 
all. 
Once on the summit, where wa 


paid our customs, we had a compara^ 
lively level trail excepting 10 or 
13 


miles of portage, etc., until we reaches 
the place on Six Mile River, between 
Tagish and Marrh Lakes, Just 100 miles 
from Skagiiay. The entire trip was ac- 
complished in 40 days and here on tho 
banks of one of the prettiest mountain 
slreams man ever gazed on we. are 
building our beat. 
Surely this is n 


God's country. 
The mountains, snow 


clad and majestic, tower hlgli above us, 
and cast their reflection far out 
intc 


the crystal stream, whose waters are 
the habitation of many fish and ducks. 
Mother Nature was gracious to this 
section. 


The sawing of lumber from rude t 


for boat building is the only thing that 
we have undertaken that came near 
our expectation. It is really hard work, 
but three weeks in all will complete ou 
little craft and then after waiting for 
the anow and ice to melt we will pitch 
our tent on a rnU in tow and float down 
to Dawson. a distance of GOO miles. Wa
